TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the North China Herald writes :— 

I forgot to mention in my last letter that the Corean Envoy 
had arrived at Peking, accompanied bv a number of his country- 
men. At present, not including the shipwrecked men, there are 
about one hundred Coreans at the capital. Four days ago I met 
six of these on the South Bridge (Nan-yu-keaou), and entered 
into conversation with them. Amongst many other things, I 
asked them if their Envoy had yet seen the Chinese Em- 
peror ; and the reply was “yes, at the Kin-lau-tcen, on the 
morning of the first day of the year, but only at a long distance, 
with the high officers of the Empire and some Mongolian olli- 
cers.” The Kin-lau-teen is, it is necessary to say, the reception 
hall of the Emperor at the palace. From this it would appens 
then, that the audience of the Corean Envoy and the Mongo- 
lian Princes did not take place in the building known as the 
Tsze-kwang-ko, where the Ministers of Great Britain, France, 
Russia, America, and the Netherlands were adinitted to their 
audience. The Corean Envoy took forty-five days to make the 
journey from the capital of Corea to the capital of China ; and 
I am informed, but whether it is correct or not I cannot affirm, 
that his residence in Peking, according to some old regulation, 
is limited to forty days. It appears that in three months’ time 
another Envoy from Corea will reach here. One of the 8. S. N. 
Co.’s steamers would easily convey the Corean Envoys and their 
suites from Corea to Tientsin in three days, and as the land 
journey from Tientsin to Peking can be performed in carts in 
two days, the whole distance could then be effected in five days, 
making a saving in time alone of forty days—to say nothing of 
the hardships over the rough roads of Leaoutung and Man- 
churia. : 

By the Haining we learn that the Peiho is entirely free from 
ice, and that there is now as much water in the river as when 
she made her last trip on the 6th December. Upon arriving in 
Tientsin on the 8th the Haining was welcomed by the Chinese with 
demonstrations of crackers, &c., the reception usually accorded to 
the first steamer of the season. Tientsin was found to be ina 
state of utter quietude, there being not the slightest indications 
of anything like a disturbed state of feeling. The Viceroy’s 
soldiers were located in the city, but the place was never in better 
order. Two gunboats were in port, one British and the other 
Russian, and the Fusing, Chihli, Taku, and Appin were already 
in the river when the Hataing commenced her return voyage. 





SHANGHAL. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 20th 
March ; the P. and O. mail from London Jan. 23 arrived out on 
the 13th March, and the following French mail of Jan. 30 was 
received on the 18th March. The following items of news are 
from the North China Herald :— 

It is said that the Chinese authorities meditate sending, at no 
distant date, an experimental squadron of two or more of their 
new fleet on a voyage to Europe. This headend project is 
reported to have the warm support of the Viceroy of the ‘wo 

| Kiang, and we trust nothing will occur to check its being put 
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in execution. It will be a startling novelty for the West to find 
that China, so long absorbent of European gunboat styength, is 
actually sending forth some of her own. 

It is gratifying to know that the Chinese Government has re- 
ceived very favourably a proposal that it should co-operate in 
the Universal Exposition of Products and Manufactures which 
is to be opened at Philadelphia in 1876, as one of the grand 
features of the centennial celebration of the independence of 
the United States. The proposal was made through Dr. Wil- 
liams, United States Charge d’Affairs, and responded to, we be- 
lieve, by Prince Kung, as Chief of the Chinese Foreign-office. 
Orders are to be issued to the northern and southern superin- 
tendents of trade and other provincial authorities, to have the 
design of the Exposition made known by proclamations addressed 
to the mercantile, manufacturing and producing classes, and in- 
viting them to prepare exhibits to be forwarded under Govern- 
ment auspices. A special Commission is promised, to attend 
the Exhibition and superintend the Chinese department, to be 
selected from the Customs’ staff by the Inspector-General. We 
hope the Government will also see fit to send a few mandarins of 
good standing as members of this Commission. 

The appointment of Secretary to the Municipal Council has 
been given to Mr. Souper, the Assistant peatonrs 

The annual meeting of the Shanghai Rowing Club was held at 
the Club on the 18th, Mr. R. W. Little in the chair. The report 
of the Committee and Treasurer’s statement were passed ; the 
latter showing a credit balance of Tls. 757.05, which was consi- 
dered most satisfactory. Messrs. Little, Haslewood, Glass, Muller 
and Fuller were elected the new Committee, and Mr. Little 
Captain of the Club, A resolution was d that ladies intro- 
duced by members should be considered honorary members of 
the Club. 

The Rev. Pere David, whose travels in Kiang and return to 
Kiukiang with much impaired health, but with valuable scien- 
tific spoils, we recently noticed, arrived in Shanghai a few days 

o. Dr. Shearer, of Kiukiang, who will be passing through 
Shanghai for Euro “ay in April, has, we understand, agreed 
to read a paper and to exhibit a large collection of specimens of 
the geology and botany of the Leusan and Poyang districts before 
the Royal Asiatic Society. Let us hope that Pere David will, 
on the same occasion, enrich the society by some specimens of his

The annual general meeting of the shareholders in the Shang- 
hai Steam Navigation Company was held at the offices of the 
Agents, Messrs. Russell and Co., on the 16th of March. Present, 
¥F. B, Forbes, Esq., President, in the chair; J. Dent, Esq., ani 
F. D. Hitch, Esq., Directors ; and Messrs. Rowley Miller, E. 
McLoughlin, M. Young, W. W. Lovett, J. F. Goodfellow, E. 
Seligmann, N. B. Hinckley, A. G. White, C. A. L. Dunn, F. D. 
Barnes, 8. Daly, G. A. Butler, F. A. Groom, G. Wheeler, W. S. 
Maclean, H. T. Wade, A. T. Carmichael, W. Mitchell, G. Withers, 
Zs Cordier, Choping, Koofongtsung, &c., representing 17,404 
shares, 

The President, in moving the adoption of the report, said that 
the main feature in the accounts was the fact that the Insurance 
and Deprecation Fund was TIs. 372,000 less than it was last year. 
Although the report contrasted unfavourably with those of the 
preceding seven years the directors were glad to say the future 
prospects were in every way encouraging. 

The amount of net gain on the running accounts of the 
steamers and godowns is Taels 106,379.11. After paying the 
usual dividend of twelve per cent. and returns to contributors, 
there remained at debit of profit and loss account a balance of 
132,225.56. This had been carried to debit of insurance and 
depreciation fund, which wasalso debited with Taels 200,000, for 
the net loss on the steamers Avangloong, Moyune and Chnsan. 
A. further sum of Taels 40,061.81 had been written off for loss 
on sale of the Jfanchu and in reduction of capital cost of other 
steamers, leaving the balance at credit of Insurance and Depre- 
ciation Fund at Taels 701,613.86. 

The competition on the Y had been terminated by a 
friendly agreement with the China Navigation Company (Limited), 
which ensured the harmonious and profitable working of the 
river trade. The earnings on the company’s other lines promised 
to equal the average of former years, and as reductions had been 
made in important items of expenditure, the shareholders confi- 

dently expected that their investment would continue to yield a 
satisfactory return. 

The report was then adopted, and votes of thanks to the pre- 
sident and directors passed. 

A correspondent at Ningpo writes :—We have had a charming 
theatrical performance here, which was given at the residence 
of H.M. Consul. The piece played was Betsey Baker; Mr. 
Alabaster’s drawing-room made an admirable little theatre, and 
the performers went through their parts with a verve and ability 
that would have done credit to professionals, “ Betsy” was 
played by a lady of whom I can only say that she acted per- 
fectly ; and though the part of “ Mrs. Mouser ” did not afford so 
much scope for acting, every point makable out of it was made, 
and Marmadake’s ecstasy for his Stasv dear was shared by the 
audience. The male parts were equally well supported, and the 
prompter's voice was not heard, nor—greater proof of the smooth 
way in which the piece went— did the company fall foul of him 
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after. Sor the Moral Allegory! we had a reading from 
Orpheus C. Ker, hy a young American in the Customs, who 
astonished everyone by tt. admirable way in which he did it ; 
and then supper, followed by a <arpet dance, graced by no less 
than nine ladies. : 

We notice that Mr. G. F. Seward, U.S. Congul-General, 
arrived on the 13th by the Thales, from a tour of inspectign in 
the South. 

Among the passengers by the Haining is the Hon. T. G. Gros- 
venor, Second Secretary at the British Legation, Peking, who has 
been transferred to Berlin. 

The Irish residents of Shanghai celebrated Saint Patrick’s-day 
by adinner at the Club, under the presidency of Mr. J. I. Miller; 
Mr. R. H. Boyce taking the vice-chair, and Dr. Jamieson and 
Mr. Kingsmill the croupier’s seats. About 40 sat down. Songs 
were numerous, and speeches good, and a thoroughly enjoyable 
evening was spent. 

Advertisements confirm the rumour which has been current 
for some days, that the S.S.N. and C.N. Companies had agreed 
to raise the rates of freight on the Yangtze, and to run steamer 
for steamer. It is formally announced that the rates of freight 
will in future be Tis. 5 per ton for measurement cargo, and Ts. 4 
for tea. The steamers of each Company will leave either end 
(Hankow and Shanghai) on alternate days. 

Mr. F. W. Mitchell, H.M. Postmaster-General at Hong Kong, 
has succeeded in obtaining from Her Majesty’s Office of Works 
the position occupied by the Old Gaol, in Peking-road, as a site 
for the British Post-office, {and the building of new offices 
will be immediately commenced. We are glad that after many 
successions of changes the British Post-office will at last be 
located in a permanent building of its own, and ina site sufii- 
ciently near the centre of the Settlement. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 26th March ; the 
French mail from London Feb. 13 arrived out on the day this 
mail left. The Daily Press supplies the following items of in- 
telligence :— 

It is proposed to establish an International Lifeboat Institution 
for the Coast of China. It will be under the control of the 
Consuls, Naval Officers, and Chambers of Commerce at the 
various ports, and the patronage of Prince Kung will be solicited 
should he be found willing to support the scheme. Some care- 
fully prepared rules of and regulations for the guidance of the 
institution have been prepared, and it is intended that an exact 
copy of them shall be respectfully offered to his Imperial High- 
ness Kung-ching-wang, to the Imperial Commissioner Superin- 
tendent of Foreign Trade, to the Tsung-li Yamén, and to the 
Governors-General and Governors of the Coast Provinces, and 
their high protection solicited in behalf of this charitable insti- 
tion, equally beneficial to the Chinese as to all foreign nations. 

The correspondent of the Daily Press, writing from Macao, 
reports further excitement in that settlement, following the 
elections. The late Commandant, Colonel Barbosa, left with his 
wife in the steamer White Cloud, to take passage for Lisbon in the 
French packet on the 26th of March. At thesteamer’s wharf there 
were many of his friends, both military and civil, to wish good 
bye to the old Colonel and his wife. Every one present 
was leaving the wharf, when a treacherous assault was com- 
mitted on the person of Mr. Jozé da Silva, the editor of the 
Independente, by Mr. Moraes de Carvalho, aide-de-camp of the 
Governor 8. Januario. The Governor S. Januario is going to 
take legal proceedings against Dr. Magalhies for abusive 
language he used in the letter which he wrote, and which was 
published on the 11th March. A “Conselho de Investigaciio” 
will be held to inquire into the case. 

The report of the Chinese Insurance Company is as follows :— 
The net premia, after deducting returns and reinsurances, amount 
to $243,705.77 ; and adding thereto the balances of exchange 
and interest accounts, and transfer fees, the total net receipts of 
the company for the year aggregate $266,023.54. 

The interest upon the capital, $36,000, and $55,963.39 upon 
adjusted claims having been paid, and after carrying forward to 
next year’s account $8,000, the amount of premia on risks ac- 
cepted prior to 31st December but not yet terminated, and the 
sum of $31,721.50 to suspense account to meet all claims pending 
upon known casualties, and providing for the working expenses 
of the office, agents’ commissions, &c., and writing off one-third 
of the amount at debit of preliminary expenses, there remains a 
net profit of $90,000 available for appropriation. 

In accordance with the articles of association two-thirds of 
such profit will be distributed as a bonus to contributors, the re- 
turn on the premia being upwards of twenty-three per cent. 
The remainder will be placed to the credit of the reserve fund, 
which will then stand at $51,000. The directors with much 
regret announce that vacancies have occurred in the board of 
direction caused by the death of Mr. J. McDouall, and by the 
departure from the colony of Mr. O. Hoffman Burrows. Under 
clause 83 of the articles of association, Mr. S. E. Burrows and 
Mr. C. Morland Kerr have been elected by the board to fill these 
vacancies, subject to the confirmation of the shareholders. Mr 
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A. McIver and Mr. H. Nicaise, who have audited the accounts, 
being eligible, offer themselves for re-election. 

The British steamship Vasco-de-Gama left San Francisco 
on 2ist February, at 3 p.m. ; arrived at Yokohama on March 
15th, at 5 a.m., and left again on the 17th, at 3 .p.m., and arrived 
in Hong Kong at 3 p.m. on the 24th. Had strong head winds 
and high sea from Yokohama, previous to which had very fine 
weather. 

Several Chinese servants at the Lusitano Club had a narrow 
escape of being killed or injured yesterday by the fall of about 
thirty feet of cornice plaster work, of over a foot thick, from the 
upper wooden verandah facing Elgin-terrace into a yard beneath, 
where the servants’ quarters and a billiard room open out. 
Fortunately no person got injured, and the debris in fallmg only 
broke a bucket. 

A dinner was given by a party of Portuguese friends at the 
Lusitano Club on the night of the 23rd, in honour of Mr. J. A. 
Barretto, Sen., one of the founders of the club, and late clerk in 
the employ of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., in view of his 
retirement from Hong Kong. Mr. J. A. Barretto, Sen., departed 
yesterday to Macao, where ie becomes connected with the firm 
of Measrs. A. A. de Mello and Co. About twenty-four Portu- 
guese gentlemen and others, friends of Mr. J. A. Barretto, Sen., 
together with his three sons, met on the wharf, and gave him a 
hearty good bye. 

The Hon. C. May, in his report on the Fire Brigade for 
January and February, states that “ it is deserving of remark 
that for three months and a half during the cold season there has 
been no outbreak of fire in the city of Victoria.” We suppose 
this shows the efficiency of the Fire Brigade, just as the absence 
of criminals shows the efficiency of the Police Force. 

The report of the Postmaster-General shows that the dulness 
of trade, which has characterised the past year, has affected the 
postal revenue, which was only $181,279.22, against $193,240.78, 
the previous year, thus showing a falling off of $11,961.56 for the 

year 1873. The average number of days occupied by the mail 

steamers between this and home was aboui the same last year as 
the year previous. 

The report of the Canton Medical Missionary Society for 1873 

has been issued. The operations of the society have been going 
on satisfactorily, and are on the whole encouraging. The Rev. 
Mr. Faber, speaking of the Fumun Dispensary, says: “The 
Chinese commonly have more or less a sense of gratitude, and I 
myself do not feel discouraged at all. In seeking the welfare of 
the Chinese for their souls as well as for the bodies, we may be 
sure of gaining sredually some influence upon them; and such 
influence will stimulate their nobler faculties to better moral and 
religious exertions. All patients want to be treated with pa- 
tience, and where the moral sense vf man is out of order, even 
divine patience is necessary. To relieve suffering men from their 
pain, . much as is in our power, is, after all, a great recompense 
in itself. 


PHILIPPINES. 
—o— 
MANILA. 

On the 12th, 13th, and 14th March the annual races came off 
at Manila, and proved a great success, Thirty Philippine and 
four Chinese horses entered the lists. Twelve prizes were carried 
off by the former, of which one gained two prizes, and the others 
one each. As to their Chinese rivals, one named Cui Bono won 
five prizes, and another gained one prize for being second in a 
race. The Diario of the 17th March thus expresses its opinion 
regarding these foreigners :—‘‘ Of the four Chinese horses which 
made their appearance, only one drew special attention by ita 
powers of endurance ; the others of this origin which run did not 
exhibit superiority over those of this country. The one referred 
to is a handsome specimen of the renowned Tartar breed of 
horses, famous from remote times for their powers of endurance, 
although not for their form. These horses, we are informed, are 
not entire, because it is believed that the Tartar horse, which 
remains so, is untamable or nearly so. Perhaps, should the 
transport of sires of this race present difficulties, it would be 
preferable to import mares to improve the races of this country, 
to which those of Tartary and Mongolia bear some affinity.” 

The following is from the Diurio of the 11th March :— 
“During the night of Sunday last two shocks of earthquake of 
short duration were, it is said, felt at Cavite.” On the 3rd and 
4th March a severe hurricane raged in the island of Leite, in the 
Philippines, causing great damage to houses, trees, growing crops, 
and coasting vessels. Persons on board vessels at sea could 
perceive pieces of zinc roofing on land torn off by the wind, and 
carried to a great distance ; every gust of wind unroofed large 
numbers of nipa houses. Three persons are said to have been 
injured by the fall of houses or trees. 

There is an authorised ofticial notification from the Corregidor or 
chief magistrate, to the effect that people are required to paint or 
whitewash the fronts of their tenements, which, from neglect of 
the regulations, present a foul or unsightly appearance. A delay 
until the 28th March is allowed by the regulation, to admit of 
its being carried into effect ; after which period defaulters will 
immediately have to pay the regulated fine.

April. The following summary of news and comments are from 
the Straits Times :-— 


Considering the strong opposition manifested against the Pre- 
servation of the Peace Ordinance as it repeatedly came before 
the Legislative Council for renewal from year to year, it is some- 
what surprising that this law, with the extraordinary powers it 
confers, has now been actually in force in Singapore for the past 
year and a quarter, during all which time the town has been 
under“ proclamation,” without awakening comment. We be- 
lieve its operation has been prolonged at the request of the 
lnspector-General of Police, to afford him greater facilities in 
the prevention or suppression of disturbances. We are not pre- 
pared to oppose the view he takes, but it is evident that if he be 
correct, and it is impossible to govern our Chinese and native 
population in their ordinary every-day life without maintaining 
the suspension of the /ubeus Corpus and the exercise of despotic 
power by the Government, then our penal laws and our ma- 
chinery for preserving the peace are wofully deficient, and both 
urgently need amendment. It will, perhaps, be remembered 
that this journal rather favoured the Ordinance in question, as 
necessary in cases of emergency ; but it was never contemplated 
that it should be made use of except in emergencies, and on this 
understanding it was placed permanently on the statute book 
of the Colony. We are under no apprehension of any abuse of 
power by the Executive, but nevertheless it isnot comforting to 
reflect that we have no legal safeguard against oppression. As, 
however, in the existing state of our law, it has been deemed 
advisable to indefinitely continue the operation of this extra- 
ordinary measure to keep Singapore in order, we would urge 
upen Government the necessity of amending our ordinary law 
so as to enable them to deal with any emergency likely to arise, 
without depriving the subject of his rights or his liberties, or 
magnifying venal offences into serious crimes against the public 
ence. 

The Government Gucette of the 28th, and an Extraordinary of 
the 31st March, notify the following appointments:—The Hon. 
T. Braddell, Attorney-General, to be Acting Colonial Secretary 
during Mr. Birch’s absence ; Mr. E. A. Irving, Assistant Colo- 
nial Secretary, to be Acting Auditor-General ; Mr. E. H. Watts, 
Collector of Land Revenue at Malacca, to be Acting Assistant 
Colonial Secretary ; and Mr. E. E. Isemonger, Assistant Trea- 
surer at Malacca, to be Acting Collector of Land Revenue in 
addition to his own duties, These changes to take effect from 
31st March. 

Mr. W. Read, Netherlands Consul-General, having left for 
Europe, Mr. Sebastian Joseph Maier, Vice-Consul, has taken 
charge of the Consulate at Singapore. Mr. H. Paddy having 
resigned, the Governor has provisionally recognised Mr. Percy 
Padday as Netherlands Vice-Consul at Penang. 

An order of the Governor in Council directs that the Table of 
Fees formerly levied in the Courts of Requests continue in force 
until the coming into operation of the Courts Ordinance, 1873. 
The Courts Amendment Ordinance, passed on the 28th March, 
restores the jurisdiction of the Courts of Requests to $50 in 
Malacca and Province Wellesley, but limits them to $10 in 
Singapore and Penang, as prescribed by the original Ordinance. 
At a meeting of the Singapore Exchange, it was resolved to 
observe Good Friday, the 3rd, Saturday the 4th, and Monday the 
6th inst., as general holidays. 

The Colonial steamer Pluto has left for Penang. She took 
down the Hon. J. W. W. Birch, Colonial Secretary, who goes 
on a visit to Perak.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA. 

Tur Haour, Apri, 27.—The Government has received a despatch 
from Atchin. dated the 22nd inst., announcing that the flag of the 
Netherlands has been hoisted at Gighen. The Rajah of Pedir, who 
has hitherto been hostile to the Dutch, has now manifosted a wish for 
a friendly arrangement. 
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Tae Haove, Aprit 28.—The Government has received a despatch 
from Atchin, dated the 25th inst., announcing that the main body of 
the Dutch arfny would return on the following day to Java. Colonel 
Pel has been appointed commandant of the forces which remain in 
Atchin. Three war-ships have been sent to various points to settle 
political matters. 

Penana, APRIL 28.—The Penang Gazette publishes advices from 
Atchin, announcing that on the 11th inst. bodies of Atchinese, num- 
bering altogether 8,000 men, attacked all the Dutch positions unsuc- 
cessfully. On the 16th the Atchinese attacked tho Kraton, and were 
repulsed after an engagement lasting eight hours, in which all the 
Dutch troops took part. The latter lost six killed, including two offi- 
cers, and sixty wounded. Fresh attacks from the Atchinese were daily 

expected. e greater part of the Dutch naps was to leave on 
the 28th April, only 2,500 troops remaining in A

LANDOWNERS IN SCOTLAND. ae 
Some curious and interesting statistics relating to the principal land- 
owners to the north of the Tweed may be gathered from a Parliamentary 
return, which has just been printed by Messrs. Murray and Gibb for 
Her Majesty's Stationery Office at Edinburgh. It shows the name and 
address of every owner of an acre and upwards in extent, with the 
estimated acreage and the annual value of the lands and “ heritages " of 
individual owners, and also the number (but without names and ad- 
dresses) of individuals who own land less than an acre, and both lists 
are arranged under the respective counties. The return obviously may 
be consulted with interest both as to the extent of the largest pro- 
perties and also as to the rentals of the chief landowners. Taking 
the Peerage alone and regarding its members as to their territorial acres 
only, the Ducal family of Sutherland stands first ; the Duke and Ducheas 
owning no less than 1,326,000 acres in the counties of Sutherland and 
Roas-shire ; next stand the Earl of Breadalbane and the trustees of 
the late Marquis of Breadalbane, with 438,000 acres in Argyleshire and 
Perthshire ; next the Duke of Buccleuch, with nearly 431,000 acres 
in Selkirkshire, Dumfriesshire, Peeblesshire, Kirkcudbrightshire, Rox- 
burghshire, Lanarkshire, and Midlothian ; the Earl of Fife and the 
trustees of the late Lord Fife, with 258,000 acres in Aberdeenshire, 
Banffshire, Elgin, and Forfarshire ; next the Earl of Seafield, with 
256,000 acres in Elgin and Inverness-shire ; then follow the Duke of 
Athole, with 195,000 acres in Perthshire; the Duke of Argyll, with 
174,000 acres in Argyleshire and Dumbartonshire ; the Duke of Hamil- 
ton, with 151,000 in Lanarkshire, Linlithgowshire, and the Isle of Arran. 
Sir James Matheson, too, holds upwards of 400,000 acres, mostly in the 
North-Western Islands, however, where the land is not so valuable, 
owing to the difficulty of access by railroad, &c. The order of these mag- 
nates, however, viewed as to the actual rental of their estates, differs con- 
siderably from the above rough approach to the order of their terri- 
torial precedence. The rental of the Duke of Buccleuch, for instance, 
stands at the head of all, at £182,000 ; next follows that of the Earl of 
Fife, £76,000 ; next that of the Duke of Sutherland, £67,000 ; next 
those of Lord Breadalbane and Lord Dalhousie, each £58,000 ; next 
that of the Duke of Argyll £50,000; next the Marquis of Bute, 
£44,000 ; next the Duke of Athole, £40,000 ; then the Earl of Seafield, 
£37,000 ; andsoforth. Then, again, taking the several Scottish counties 
in succession, the largest land owner in Aberdeenshire appears to be 
the Earl of Fife, with 139,000 acres, though in rental the Earl of Aber- 
deen stands above him with £40,000 ; in Argyleshire the name of Lord 
Breadalbane stands first in point of acreage, that family holding no leas 
than 194,000 acres, though the Duke,vf Argyll, with a rental of £45,000, 
in that county, stands above the Earl ; in Ayrshire the Marquis of Ailsa 
stands first both in land and in wealth, owning no less than 76,000 acres, 
with a rental of nearly £36,000 ; in Banffshire the Duke of Richmond, 
in right of his mother, who was a Gordon, holds the largest property, 
nearly 160,000 acres, though his rental is less than that of Lord Fife, 
whose name stands at all but £36,000 ; in Berwickshire the Earl of 
Here with a rental of £15,000, stands at the top, though his 
lands fall short of the 18,000 acres owned by the Marquis of Tweeddale ; 
again, in the joint county of Bute and Arran, the Duke of Hamilton 
holds the largest actual estate, 102,000 acres, though his rental of 
£18,000 is surpassed by Lord Bute with his £19,000. In Caithness-shire 
the Duke of Portland, with 81,000 acres, figures as the largest landowner, 
though the largest rent-roll is that of Sir George Dunbar, £11,000; in 
Clackmannanshire the Earl of Kellie stands firat with 6,000 acres, and 
also with hia rental of over £9,000, though Lord Zetland comes ve 
near to him ; in Cromartyshire the first name both in land and in wealt 
is that of Colonel George Ross, his acres being 7,000 and his income 
£4,000 ; in Dumbartonsbire the name of Sir James Colquhoun stands 
at the head of the landowners, with 67,000 acres and nearly £13,000 
rental ; in Dumfriesshire the Duke of Buccleuch heads the list of terri- 
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torial magnates with 253,000 acres and £94,000 rental ; the same noble 
Duke has the largest rental, £28,000, in Midlothian, though the Earl of 
Rosebery owns a larger amount of acres in that county—namely, 15,000. 
In Elgin the name of the Farl of Fife stands first in both respects, with 
40,000 acres and £18,000 rental ; in Fifeshire the first name in each 
table is that of the Balfours of Balbirnie, whose acres are over 10,000 and 
whose rental is £15,000 ; in Forfarshire Lord Dalhousie heads the list, 
with 136,000 acres and a rental of £55,000 ; in Haddingtunshire Mr. 
Balfour, of Whittinghame, appears as the largest landowner, with up- 
wards of 10,000 acres, though his rental is far less than that of the 
Earl of Wemyss, which is given at £22,000; in Inverness-shire there 
are very many estates nearly as large as that of Lord Lovat, who stands 
at the top of both columns, however, with 161,000 acres, and £28,000 


‘rental. In Kincardineshire the acres of Sir Thomas Gladstone, 45,000 


in number, stand first, though in point of rental he is surpassed by the 
Earl of Kintore, with nearly £17,000. In Kinross-shire the largest 
estate is that of the Right Hon. W. P. Adam, M.P., nearly 2,900 acres ; 
but the highest rental is that of Sir G. G. Montgomery, a little over 
£3,000. In Kirkcudbrightshire the largest property is that of the Earl 
of Galloway, nearly 56,000 ucres, though its rental does rot come up to 
that of Mr. Constable-Maxwell, of Terregles, £12,000. In Lanarkshire, 
the acreage of the Duke of Hamilton stands at upwards of 47,000 acres, 
with an income, including minerals, of £95,000 ; the Earl of Hopetoun 
tops the two-fold list in Linlijghgowshire, with lands of nearly 12,000 
acres, and an income of upwards of £20,000, as does Lord Cawder in 
Nairnshire, with 46,000 acres, and a rental of nearly £8,0¢0. In Orkney, 
the largest landowner is Mr. Heddle, vf Mclsetter, who is entered for 
50,000 acres, but his rental is small by the side of that of Mr. Balfour, 
of Balfour, upwards of £7,000. In Peebles, the first place is claimed 
by Lord Wemyss, whose acreage exceeds 41,000, and his rental is up- 
wards of £14,000. In Perthshire, the Duke of Athol stands first, his 
acreage being no less than 194,000, and his rental £40,000 ; Lord Bread- 
albane coming very near to him with 193,000 acres. In Renfrewshire, 
the largest estate is that of Sir Michael Shaw Stewart, nearly 25,000 
acres, but the highest rental is that of Mr. Spiers, of Eideralie, nearly 
£15,000. In Ross-shire, the name of Sir James Matheson stands first 
in right of his 406,000 acres, but his rental falls short of that belonging 
to Mr. Matheson, of Ardross, £20,000 ; in Roxburghshire, the largest 
number of acres, 104,000, belonging to the Duke of Buccleuch, whose 
rental, however, within this county, falls considerably short of that of 
the Duke of Roxburghe, nearly £44,000 ; in Selkirkshire, however, the 
Duke of Buccleuch stands jucile princepas in buth lists, with 60,000 
acres and nearly £20,000 rental ; in Stirlingshire, the Duke of Mont- 
rose heads the list, with nearly 69,000 acres, and a rental of over 
£15,000 ; in Sutherlandshire, the Duke of Sutherland is quite unap- 
proached by any rival, his acres being upwards of a million, and hia 
rent within the county upwards of £56,000; in Wigtonshire the first 
name in both lists is that of the Earl of Stair, who holds upwards of | 
82,000 acres, with a rental of £43,000; in Zetland or Shetland, the 
largest property in point of acres appears to belong to the “ Trustees 
of the busta Estate,” 29,000 acres--more than double that of Zet- 
land—and its rental, £2,700, stands highest in that far distant 
island. As a proof of the strength of clans in different localities, 
especially in the Highlands, we may add that various members of the 
noble house of Forbes, to the number of nearly 20, hold in Aberdeen- 
shire about 85,000 acres, with a rental of upwards of £30,000 ; and 
that the Campbells of Argyleshire, including all their several branches, 
ap} to hold no less than 769,000 acres, with a rental of some 
£74,000, besides 78,000 acres more in Inverness-shire, and 46,000 more 
in Nairnshire ; and possibly other outlying property in other counties. 





_ THE tenders for the performance of the mail service in 
the Dutch East Indies connecting with Singapore has been 
again offered for competition, and the tender of the pre- 
sent contractors, the Netherlands India Steam Navigation 
Company, has been accepted at some reduction on the 
existing subsidy. The period of renewal is, we understand, 
ten years. The new contract has not yet been drawn up, 
but the changes on the last will be very slight. 


Mr. H. G. Kennepy read a paper before the Society of Arts, on the 
lat inst., on the subject of the “ Ruins of Cambodia, and the Antiqui- 
ties of Indo-China.” Having traced the several points of resemblance 
and dissemblance in language and customs between the Cambodians, 
the Siamese, and other contiguous nations, and given a brief outline of 
the facta which are known of their political and social history, Mr. 
Kennedy proceeded to the more immediate subject of the paper, a de- 
scription of the ruins of Cambodia, chiefly drawn from personal obser- 
vation. His remarks were supplemented by the production of photo- 
graphs of ruined temples and other buildings, and copies of inserip- 
tions found upon the walls, which latter Mr. Kennedy, although mo- 
destly disclaiming any pretensions to profound scholarship, appears to 
have translated with much ability. Mr. Hyde Clarke presided over 
the meeting, and led off a brief discussion upon the paper, in which 
several gentlemen, with an evident knowledge of and interest in the 
subject, took part. 

The Messageries Maritimes steamer Meikong, with the present 
inward mail, arrived at Marseilles at 1 p.M.on the 30th ult. She brings 
102 passengers and a general cargo, including 1,137 bales of silk, 5,022 
packages of tea, and 794 of sundries for London, which part of her 
cargo will be forwarded to its destination per{company’s steamer Coper- 
nic, due in London on or about the 12th inst.

A work of national importance was consummated last week in thecom- 
letion of the stupendvus steam hammer erected at the Royal Gun 
Pasko, Woolwich. At the first trial it worked with the most 
rfect ease, and the big steam crancs on cither side, each of which 
will lift from 80 to 100 tons, swung round with the greatest freedom. 
Although it has been described as a 30-ton hammer, the weight of the 
falling portion is really within a few pounds of 40 tons, and the force 
of the falling weight is accelerated many times by the use of steam to 
drive it down from the top. Herr Krupp, the German gunmaker, has 
a hammer which is reckoned at 40 tons, but it is calculated that the 
one in Woolwich Arsenal is at least four times as powerful, Krupp’s 
hammer having no other force than its own dead weight. It is 
estimated that the use of “ top steam” is equal to allowing the hammer 
to fall of its own weight from a height of 80 feet. It has been 
allowed a striking fall of 15 feet 3 inches, and nobody has yet deter- 
mined what is the actual force of the blow which it will strike. The 
hammer is 45 feet in height, and covers with its supports a base of 
about 120 feet square. Above the ground it weighs 500 tons, and 
the iron in the foundations beluw weighs 665 tons. It has cost alto- 
gether about £50,000. 


A report by Captain Glover, R.N., on the conduct of the officers and 
men belonging to his expedition, has just been laid before Parliament. He 
thanks them for their cheerfulness and perseverance on the toilsome 
march from the Volta to the Prah, and through subsequent privations 
until the force fell in with the rear guard of the main body. The 
march was over a precipitous and densely wooded country, covered: by 
almost impenetrable jungle and trees of the largest size. Progress 
was constantly impeded by bog, and morass, by trees, and by streams, 
the mountain-paths being merely water-courses, with large granite 
boulders from which torrents caused by tropical rains had washed the 
soil. After mentioning the officers who specially distinguished them- 
selves, Captain Glover refers to the conduct of his native allies. “The 
King of Eastern Akim,” he says, “one or two chicfs,and perhaps some 
hundreds of his men, are the exception to what I am about to report, 
viz., that the Eastern Akims are the most abject cowards it is possible to 














conceive. They would neither scout, patrol, reconnoitre, carry, nor 
fight." The sole exceptions to the prevailing cowardice of the castern 


tribes of the Protectorate were two companies of native Christians, 
“‘who proved themselves the only reliable men of the large force lately 
assembled on the Volta.” 


The first four of the §1-ton guns, which are to fourm the armament of 
the future ironclad Inflexible, will be proceeded with as soon as the expe- 
rimental one has been completed and proved. The total length of the 
new gun, including the plug screwed in at the breech end, will be 27ft., 
and the length of bore 24ft. In the first instance the calibre will be 
l4in., but ample provision is made in the thickness of the steel tube to 
increase that tigure 16in. if deemed desirable. The rifling hax not yet 
been decided on, but will be a matter for consideration as the gun 
approaches completion. Neither the weight of projectile nor the 
quantity of powder to be contained in the cartridge for the 81-ton gun 
has been positively fixed, but the first will probably range between 
1,000 1b. and 1,2001]b., while the second may be estimated at about one- 
gixth of that amount. 


Owing to the difficulties and dangers of navigation among the 
islands in the South Pacific, the following steam schooners have been 
added to the fleet on the Australian station as tenders to the Pearl, 
the flagship on that station, for special service :—The Alacrity, Licut.- 
Commanding F. W. Saunders; the Beagle, Lieut.-Commanding F. 5. 
Rendell ; the Conflict, Lieut.-Commanding A. R. Mansell ; the Renard, 
Lieut.-Commanding ‘I’. Suckling ; and the Sandfly, Lieut.-Commanding 
W. H. Nowell. They are constructed of a light draught of water to 
allow of their cruising in and out among the 200 islands in the South 
Pacitic which form a Jarge portion of the Australian command. 

Surgeon-General T. G. Balfour, M.D., will shortly assume charge at 
Gibraltar, which is in future to be placed under a Surgeon-General, 
Dr. Balfour will be relieved as Principal Medical Officer at Netley, by 
Surgeon-General J. Fraser, M.D., C.B., from Aldershot ; Deputy 
Surgeon-General C. A. Gordon, M.D., C.B., proceeds from Dover to 
Aldershot ; and Deputy Surgeon-General Sir A. D. Home, K.C.B., 
recently promoted for his services on the West Coast of Africa, will be 
Dr. Gordon's successor at Dover. 


The Warrior, armoured iron frigate, is being prepared at Portsmouth 
for commission as a flagship. It is undcrstood that she will be the flag- 
ship of the Commander-in-Chief of a squadron of six ironclads that are 
to take the place of the Agincourt, Northumberland, and other ships, 
now under Rear-Admiral Hornby’s command, as the Channel Squadron 
in the autumn of the present year. Tho Black Prince, sister vessel to 
the Warrior, will carry the flag of the officer second in command of the 
squadron. 

The members of the United Service Club, Pall Mall, have invited 
Major-General Sir Garnet Wolseley, Sir Archibald Alison, Captain Sir 
John Edinund Commerell, Culonel Festing, Captain Grubbe, Com- 
mander Glover, Captain Luxmore, and other leading officers of the 
Ashantee expedition, to a banquet at the Club on the 5th inat., on which 
occasion the chair will be taken by the Duke of Cambridge. 

A commencement has been made at Chatham Dockyard in breaking 
up the Thunder, 14, armour-plated floating battery, she having been 
condemned as unfit for further service. he Thunder is one of the 
batterics constructed during the Crimcan war, and for many years she 
has been used at Chatham as a floating workshop. 

The command of the Northern Division of the Bombay army has be- 
come disposable—Major-General Sir E. L. Russell, K.C.8.L, being about 
to be promoted to the rank of lieutenant-general. Sir Edward was ap- 
pointed to a Bombay division December 30, 1870. 


A large apparatus for washing tents, blankets, and other necessaries 
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by machinery is being fitted up at the western end of the Reyal Dock- 
yard at Woolwich for the use of the military. 

A naval pension for licutenants of £50 a year, vacant by the death of 
Commander William Wright, has been awarded to Commander W. 
Serymgour. 

It is reported that the brevet rank of Captain is likely to be intro- 
duced to compensate old subalterns for the increasing slowness of 
promotion. 

The Imperial German screw corvette Nymph, Captain Von Blanc, 
from the East Indies, last from Fayal, has arrived at Plymouth, en rofite 
for Kiel. 

Lieutenant W. Tylden, of the Royal Artillery, has been posted to the 
2nd Brigade, serving in Ceylon. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamburea, APRIL 28. 

Ever since the resolution was passed prohibiting the circulation of 
Austrian florins, half and quarter florins, great uncertainty has prevailed 
as to whether the prohibition extended to the Austrian thaler, and a 
great many people, both tradesmen, money-changera, and even banks, 
refused to take them. The wording of the new currency law is doubtful 
and may be read both ways, and as it has reference to an object of con- 
siderable importance, for fifty millions of them have been coined, by far 
the greater part—if not all—circulating in Germany, it was found needful 
to take measures to allay the general feeling of alarm and uncertainty, 
by declaring them to be a legal tender, the same as the other dollars 
minted by the German Government, till the introduction of the new 
currency, when they will all be exchanged for gold and put out of cir- 
culation. A short Bill to that effect has therefore been brought in by 
ministers and passed nem. con. by the German Parliament. 

In the same sitting (April 18), on the second reading of the supple- 
mentary credits for the expenses of the Empire in 1574, Herr Mosle, the 
member for Bremen, objected to the item of 18,000 thalers fur the 
purchase of two plots of land on the Island of Koo-lung-su for the Consu- 
late about to be removed from Foochow to Amoy, and moved as an 
amendment to add the words “as well as for the erection of the needful 
buildings.” At the first reading of the Bill the Ministerial-Director, 
Von Philipsborn, had stated that it was now impossible to purchase the 
two plots of land with buildings on them, as originally intended, but 
they must be content with one single unbuilt-on plot and erect on it 
the buildings suitable for the offices of the Consulate and the residence 
of the Consul. Herr Mosle therefore recommended his amendment to 
the consideration of the House. The building which was to be erected 
with the 18,000 thalers would effect a corresponding saving in rent, and 
pay an interest equal to ten per cent. on the investment. When one 
considers that the German Empire can obtain capital at four per cent. 
interest, the cost of the building would be paid off and amortised in 
twelve years. Herr Mosle then took the opportunity of bringing before 
the notice of the House a circumstance of much importance for German 
shipowners that is also in close connection with the Consulate at Amoy 
and Foochow. There exists in China a passenger conveyance for work- 
men, who move from one place tv another in search of employment. 
They are native Chinese who quit their homes for three or four months 
at a time to seek work in other ports. They come on board the German 
vessels as ordinary steerage passengers, feed themselves, and Jeave the 
ship in about a week, when the voyage is concluded, which cannot be a 
long one, as it is performed at the period of the monsoons. The German 
Government recognises and protects this conveyance of passengers, 
which is all very proper and satisfactory ; but it appears great com- 
plaints are made —more especially by the owners of the Bremen ship 
Li von Beanlicu, Captain Schneider—that the Consul at Amoy interprets 
his instructions ina manner detrimental to the interests of German 
shipowners. This innocent conveyance of regular passengers appears to 
be mistaken for the pernicious coolie trade. It is quite in order, and 
does the Giermans great credit for their feclings of humanity, that the 
coolie trade is regarded with horror and suspicion ; but it is directed to 
America, whilst this is simply a conveyance of Chinese passengers from 
one port in Eastern Asia to another exclusively. If the Government 
issues regulations for the guidance of the Consuls, they ought to be 
made known to the shipowners ; otherwise they are induced to send out, 
their vessels tu the Far East, where they find regulations in force which 
prohibit them from doing just what they are sent out todo. It is 
therefore highly desirable that the regulations issued to the Consuls 
abroad should be communicated to the shipowners at home, and be so 
framed as to admit the greatest latitude for frec and unshackled liberty 
of movement. 

Vice-Chancellor von Delbruck accepted the alteration proposed, and 
explained that the regulation complained of did not emanate from the 
Home Government, but was made by the Consul in execution of the 
power invested in him for carrying out the provisions of a law promul- 
gated by the Chinese Government. It can only be in the interests of 
the German Empire to allow such facilities in the conveyance of pas- 
sengers as do not interfere with the cause of humanity. 

In reply to a question put by Herr von Hoverbeck, President Del- 
bruck explained that the alteration in the sum originally asked for was 
caused by one of the two plots of land having been sold in the mean- 
time, and that therefore it was deemed expedient to purchase an un- 
built-on plot and ercct on it the buildings required for the consulate. 
As this plot was vacant land, it would, of course, be purchased much 
cheaper, and it might be assumed as certain that the total expense 
would not excced the estimate. 

Herr Kapp wished for information whether the Imperial Government 
had any official knowledge of German subjects and merchants carrying 
on a evolie trade between Macao and Callao under the Peruvian flag, 
and of German captains conveying coolies from the East of Asia to 
Peru, and if so, what steps the Chancellor had taken to put down this 
pernicious traffic. 

Vice-Chancellor Delbruck stated in reply that such a case had cer- 
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tainly been related in a newspaper correspondence. It was there main- 
tained that a German mercantile firm at Hong Kong had taken part in 
shipping coolies, and that very dreadful things had happened in conse- 
quence. The affair became first known by the contents of a Blue-book 
recently laid before Parliament by the British Government. But after 
examining into the facts of the case, we can only say that if there was 
anything illegal in the transaction purported to have taken place, it 
was done at Hong Kong, which is under British jurisdiction, so that a 
prosecution of the parties compromised could only be undertaken by 
the British authorities, and if they elect to take it up we have pro- 
mised our full concurrence and assistance. But after hearing the 
opinion of their law officers, they have decided not to open criminal 
proceedings or go further into the case, with which decision any action 
on our part is cut off. The Minister then proceeded to give the history 
of the coolie trade from China, and the particulars of the regulations 
inforce issued by the representatives of the different flags, but, of 
course, only binding on their own nationals. This will serve to explain 











the reason for German Consuls making such strict regulations as to | 


elicit complaints from the Bremen shipowners, With this episode the 
debate was closed, and the grant was passed without a division. 

The compromise entered into between the Government and the 
Parliament with respect to the peace establishment of the army by 
allowing the number of men required by the Minister for War, and 
granting the needful sums for their support ina state of efficiency, 
though only for a limited period (till the end of 1881), has given 
general satisfaction, except in the ranksof the Ultramontanes and the 
social democrats, whose number happily is comparatively small, though 
still large enough to require being closely watched and kept under the 
thumb. It is considered that with «a standing army of 401,000 men, 
80 superbly organised, armed, clothed, officered, mounted, drilled, and 
disciplined, as the German forces are, where all are inspired with the 
most enthusiastic patriotism, and each man knows what he haa to do 
in a case of emergency, it is generally felt that Germany can sleep in 
pene security, and may with confidence sing the refrain of the cele- 

rated “ Wacht am Rhein,” which stirred up the German mind to the 
highest pitch of enthusiasm when the late war broke out— 
Lieb’ Vaterland, kannst ruhig sein, 
Denn treu und fest steht dic Wacht am Rhcin. 

Dr. Johannes Roesing, a native of Bremen, who, though quite a 
young man, may be called the Nestor of the German Cunsuls—being, 
I believe, the senior in that branch of the service—retires from his 
post of Consul-Gencral in New York, where a great banquet was given 
in his honour by the Germans there on his departure from the United 
States. It is said that Prince Bismark requires his assistance for some 
time in the Foreign-office at Berlin, after which ho will be nominated 
to the first diplomatic appointment that becomes vacant in the Far 
East. His successor has not yet officially been announced, but it is 
generally understood—and not been contradicted—that the post is 
offered to Dr. Klauhold, a native of this city, who was formerly in the 
diplomatic service of the deposed Elector of Hesse, then chief editor of 
the Bremen Handelsblatt, subsequently Vice-President of the Hamburg 
Biirgerschaft, and now managing director of the Hamburg and Bremen 
Fire Insurance Company in this city. 

COMMERCIAL, 

The Tea market is firm, and holders of Congou sorts are difficult 
to deal with, as they generally demand higher prices than have been 
hitherto paid ; but all descriptions are inactive, the only sales by im- 
porters being 238 packages of Souchong, and 137 ditto of Pekoe. 
There is no altcration in the value uf Rice, and the demand is slack. 
Cassia Lignea is out of favour, and considerably lower, it being offered 
at 66 marks to 67 marks, without attracting buyers. Flores also 
lower, and quoted at 112 marks to 113 marks. But the most serious 
fall is in Pepper, which continues without interruption its downward 
tendency. Singapore is offered at 58 marks to 59 marks, Penang at 
52 marks to 53 marks, and White at 95 marks. Star Annis is also 
lower, the market being unexpectedly flooded by a large parcel from 
New York.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
RorrerDaM, APRIL 29. 

It was my intention to have given you a translation of the principal 
speeches which were made during the last Atchin debate, but on 
ing the official Byblad I find that it is not worth the trouble. 

The public sitting was only a sham-fight, after a four days’ battle with 
closed doors. The curiosity of the public is not in the least satisfied, 
and dealing in such a manner with the interests of the nation has 
created general discontent. It was asserted that some official docu- 
ments were laid before the members, about which no public debate 
could take place, but these papers would scarcely require four days’ 
discussion en comite general. Various rumours are current about this 
secret debate ; it is said that Mr. Stieltjes made a vigorous attack on 
the administration of our army and navy, that Mr. Van de Putte 
delivered a brilliant oration, that Mr. Kuyper made a fiasco of his 
maiden-speech, &c. Of course, these are merely on dits ; but what we 
positively know is that some Members belonging to the malcontents 
were quite satisfied with the explanations which were given by the 
Minister. Mr. Van Houten was converted to a positive defender of the 
Government, and Mr. Gratama showed himself a warm champion of the 
Ministry, and dcclared that the country was fortunate in being governed 
by a Cabinet which holds the reins with so firm ahand. It was only 
Mr. Nierstrasz who disapproved of what had been done, but even he 
declined to propose a vote of want of confidence, “because there was 
already so much mischief done that the little which still remained to 
muddle could easily be left tu the Minister of the Colonial Department.’ 
Notwithstanding this sharp remark, not one member of the majority — 
there is once more a Liberal majority in the Chamber, since Mr. Schepel 
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was elected for the district of Appingadam-—-rose tu propose a 
vote of confidence, which ought to have been done, because it was 
clearly proved that the Cabinet had not made such a mess of tho 
Atchin affair as was supposed. It cannot be denied that events 
have not taken the course which was desired, and even tho:ze 
who unreservedly support Mr. Van de Putte agree that there is sume- 
thing wanting in our relation with Atchin; but it is quite wrong 
to ascribe this to mismanagement, and to apply the dangerous rulo 
post hoc ergo propter hoc. Most certainly it was unfortunate when we 
involved ourselves in a war with Atchin; but we must now say z, 
because we have said a, as the old Dutch proverb purports. Of course 
it will still cost us many lives, and a good deal of money and trouble, 
but we cannot make any concession to the poor “ annexed” Atchinese 
without sacrificing our authority. 

The Chamber, since the Atchin debate, has dealt with matters of 
secondary interest for your readers in the Far East, if I except the 
fact that the well-known conclusion of the Commission appvinted to 
examine the protest of Mr. Winckel—who was forced to leave Java 
because he wrote some articles which did not please the Governor- 
General —-has been approved of. You will remember that the minority 
of the Commission disapproved of the expulsion as being illegal, but 
the majority of the Chamber agreed with the majority of their Cum- 
mission. ‘To-morrow the Bill of Mr. Van Houten, to limit the hours 








' of work for children in the manufactories, will be laid before the 


members, I should be very much surprised if this measure is carried. 
There is a good deal of opposition, even amongst the Liberals, and the 
principal objection is, What will poor parents do with their children 
if it is forbidden to send them to the manufactories, in order to earn 
a small pittance ! 

Now that we are approaching the 12th of May, the national featival 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of our King’s accession to the throne, 
a sort of Orange-fever has attacked the country. Amsterdam will spend 
zome hundreds of thousands of guilders upon the receptions of his 
Majesty, who will be visited there by the Russian Czar, on his way to 
England ; and all the other tuwns and villages will organise fctes to 
commemorate the day. 

The suspension of the Arcrysselsche Bank and of Messrs. J. H. 
Schuymer and Zoon at Amsterdain was followed by the failure of the 
Kassier Wolff at Zwolle. Of course this has increased the general dis- 
trust and has checked business at the Bourse, where a lull cuntinues to 
prevail. I am glad to state that the Steamship Company sVederland 
will be able to declare a dividend of 5} per cent. for the year 1873.

A young lady, Miss Jacobs, of Sappemeer, has passed with the greatest 
success the examination fora medical degree. This is the first lady 
in our country who has achieved the distinction. 

Mr. Nierstrisz, the mouthpiece of the Opposition, is about to resign 
his post in the navy. He was on the eve of being promoted, and would 
have been obliged to seek re-election to his parliamentary seat. This is 
probably the true reason for his resignation. 

There continues to be great difficulty in providing for the East India 
army the necessary staff of medical officers. The Ministry has offcred 
in vain a premium of £500, but our medical men seem to shirk th 
service.

THE TRADE OF SARAWAK. 

CoMMERCE at Sarawak, according to the published re- 
turns during the past year, show a falling off. When we 
seek an explanation, we discover that at Singapore soma 
April and May numerous failures occurred, and this cause 
a great stagnation generally in the Sarawak Bazaar, be- 
sides restricting business at the various trade stations round 
about the coast. Hence Gutta-percha declined considerably 
in price, and the exports of antimony fell below the cus- 
tomary value. Quicksilver forms an exception, and shows 
a more favourable return. For this commodity high prices 
were commonly the rule. Sago also largely increased. 
One important cause of decline was that the settlement was 
visited, in common with many other neighbouring ports, 
by a severe outbreak of cholera, which almost entirely 
stopped the out station trade during the last months of the 
fine season. The dreaded pestilence spread along the 
coast, the natives in a panic ceased to work jungle produce, 
and often took refuge by whole villages in the interior. 
When we look into the tables themselves for information, 
we are first of all struck by the fact that the country does 
not grow enough rice for its own consumption. Foreign 
cloth is imported annually to the value of $200,000, and 
foreign-grown rice to the amount of $176,000 ; sundries 
make up a total of $116,000, and after these comes opium, 
to the annual value of $36,000. On the export side sago 
tlour—as we might anticipate—easily tops the list. The 
probability is that the abundance and cheapness of sago 
has caused the culture of rice to be neglected, and hence, 
as the Chinese and mining population keeps increasing, we 
find the quantity of rice imported for their consumption 
steadily on the increase, until, as we see, it has now 
become—with one exception—the most important of the 
commodities supplied from abroad. In spite of this com- 
mercial stagnation the balance of trade is “ to the good” 
in Sarawak; for out of totals of, in each case, less than 
$1,000,000, exports exceed imports by more than 
$380,000. The item for opium ($36,000) is a large 
one, and this is to be regretted when we consider the 
character of the native population. There appears to be 
some sale for dried fish in the settlement, and salt to the 
yearly value of $8,000 is in:ported along the coasts, but in 
those districts salt is always scarce and dear. On the 
export side of the account the figures are, quicksilver to 
the total value of $86,000, gutta-percha $114,000, india- 
rubber $113,000, while the antimonies (oxide and sulphate 
together) nearly touch $100,000. There is a little gold, for 
$6,000 worth was exported last year. It is true that this 

- is a small amount, but where we know even a little to exist 
we might perhaps find more if we extended the search. 
There are also diamonds, and $50,000 worth of these price- 
less gems were sold and exported in 1873, but we never 
yet heard of a really good Sarawak diamond,— possibly 
we might pick one up at Ceylon if we inquired for it, for 
there seems to be no stone so rare as not to be on sale 
among the petticoat boys in Point de Galle. 

There has been a falling off in the Revenue. In Sarawak 
this diminution is explained to be due to the fact that the 
Government steamer Royalist has been under repairs for 
three months, and has therefore earned no freights, besides 
incurring heavy dock expenses ; but after all this would 
not account for much, and the adoption of a new form for 
making up accounts may account for the apparent decrease. 
The prospects for the coming season we are glad to say 
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have a brighter look. Sago, the chief export, promises t® 
do as well as last year; in fact, the population in the 
districts is an increasing one, and hence the sago culture 18 
extending simultaneously with a rise in its price. Rattan’ 
and canes are being much sought after, and are likely to 
form an active branch of trade. In lilian timber there is 
every probability that a good business will be done, while 
the development of the coalfields of Silantik and Sadong is 
causing increased activity. The season, in fact, in every 
direction wears a cheerful look, and we shall therefore hope 
for better statements from Sarawak next March. 





THE ATCHIN WAR. 

Up to the present time the Dutch have not advanced 
more than three miles into the interior of the Atchinese 
territory ; and cae the people in the Campongs are, or 
profess to be, friendly enough, those beyond control are as 
determined and reckless in their opposition as ever. The 
Atchin chiefs would like nothing so much as to draw their 
opponents into the jungle, where activity in bush-fightin, 
would give the natives an advantage which they woul 
know well how to turn to the best account. But the Dutch 
are at least cautious, if they have no other high military 
qualities to boast, and they have wisely determined for the 
present to rest satisfied with the possession of the Kraton, 
which till lately was supposed to be the great stronghold, 
whose capture would terminate the war. The fact is that 
the rainy season is rapidly approaching, and during the 
wet monsoon the low marshy ground between the Kraton 
and the Coast is almost constantly under water. Such a 
site must therefore of necessity be unhealthy while the 
marshes are flooded, so that it is probably wise on 
the part of General VAN SwiETEN to send the major 
portion of his troops back to Batavia, reserving only 
a garrison of 2,000 men, who will be able to hold 
out in their newly-entrenched position, with the aid 
of their artillery and breechloaders, against any at- 
tack which the Atchinese will be likely to attempt. 
These attacks will be frequent, and what with sickness and 
the casualties of war, we expect that the garrison left in 
charge of VAN SWIETEN’s three miles of conquest will 
have a somewhat heavy bill of mortality to show when the 
close of the year comes round. As to the Atchinese, it is 
evidently the hope of Dutch officials that they will shortly 
be so worn out, so exhausted, and reduced to such straits 
by the want of gunpowder and the scarcity of rice, that 
before the rains have ceased they will tender an absolute 
submission. No one can predict with any certainty how 
soon, or in what manner, this unhappy struggle will ter- 
minate ; but, so far as our information goes, we see no in- 
dications that the Malays entertain the thought of giving 
in. Disease is still committing terrible ravages among the 
Netherlands troops. For example, in February a shipload 
of sick and wounded reached Batavia; they had started 
from Atchin nearly 300 strong, and of these sixty-two had 
been thrown overboard during a nine days’ voyage. 

In Holland itself recently we observe that, both within 
the House of Legislature, and also outside it, there has been 
a vast amount of discussion on the Atchin question. The 
Cabinet hitherto has managed successfully to defend itself 
against the attacks of hostile critics, but the Parliamen 
storm has by no means spent its fury, and those who de- 
precate the policy of annexation are loudly crying out 
against what now appears to be not merely the determi- 
nation arrived at by the Dutch Ministers, but considering 
the difficulty into which the Atchinese by their unyielding 
spirit and deaf resistance have placed their antagonists, the 
only course, consistent with national honour and reputation, 
that it is open to the Netherlands to pursue. There seems, 
we say, to be no alternative. . 


In our Advertising columns will be found an intimation 
that a testimonial is to be presented to Mr. W. H. Reap, 
of Singapore, in proof of the high estimation in which he 
is held by present and former residents in the Straits, and 
to commemorate the important services that he has ren- 
dered to the colony.

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THe Straits of Malacca, after one as a theme for 
numerous political squibs during the late elections, is in some 
danger of having the joke carried too far in the House of 
Commons. Sir Grorce BALFOuUR asked the question why 
the cost of light ships in the Straits, were not aided upon 
the same footing as those in the West Indies. This was 
too much for the House, and laughter prevailed on all 
sides. Even the solemn face of the PREMIER was seen 
to smirk and smile. Of course the PRESIDENT of the 
Boarp of TRADE had no difficulty in avoiding an answer.

OUR INTERESTS IN CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Express.) 
Sir,—The advent of the new Government to power affords 
a suitable opportunity for those interested in China to press 
the wants of their countrymen there upon the notice of Lord 
Derby. The late Government persistently gave a deaf ear to all 
the representations made to them urging the real opening of 
China, and the redress of those grievances under which foreigners 
labour in that country, in defiance of treaty rights. The unlaw- 
ful acts of the Chinese were even defended, although in contra- 
vention of a treaty solemnly made with us, and in the obtaining 
of which we had spent much blood and treasure. With such a 
Minister at Peking as Mr. Wade, who thinks more of Chinese 
etiquette than the wants and wishes of his countrymen, little is 
to be expected. The atmosphere of Peking seems to engender 
imbecility. When a British Minister can write home saying 
that he feels flattered because one of the foreign board leaving 
Peking has apologised for not calling upon him to take leave, he 
must be in a state of fatuity.* j 
There are four points which ought to be brought to the notice 
of the Government, and they can only be redressed by negotiation 
between the two Governments. It is useless for an English Mi- 
nister or Envoy to attempt negotiation with the Chinese unless 
he is backed by a respectable naval force. This is well illus- 
trated by the effect produced by two Japanese men-of-war last 
year off the Peiho, which really brought about the solution of 
the Audience question. The appearance of a naval force would 
be quite sufficient, without any actual resort to hostilities. The 
mistake all our diplomatists made in dealing with the Chinese 
uthorities was in treating with them as if with an European 
Government. . . 
The four points which require redress are as follows, viz. :— 
Firatly, the abolition of licensed guilds controlling trade. 
Secondly, the conservancy of the ports open to trade, and the 
dredging of rivers such as Woosung. : 
Thurdh , the opening of coal mines paying a Royalty to the 
Government or local Viceroy. 
Fourthly, the opening of inland waters to steam, and the com- 
mencement of railways on land. 


Firstly, with regard to the guilds. They are in my opinion as 
A

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exclusive and as injurious to trade as the old hong merchants in 
the time of the East India Company. As at present carried on, 
there is no open trade at the ports. The ports are open to trade, 
it is true, but only on terms dictated by the guilds, and bein 
licensed by the mandarins their power is unlimited. Why did 
the treaties made by Lord Elgin prohibit any such interference 
with trade if it was not intended to put a stop to it? and why, 
I ask, if we made that treaty, do we not compel the Chinese to 
observe it? Why and for what do we have a Foreign Secre 

of State at home or diplomatic agents abroad, if not to enforce 
our treaties and watch ever our interests. 

Secondly, the conservancy of the ports. The Chinese, under 
our treaties, levy tonnage dues upon our shipping to the extent 
of 3s, per ton, amounting in, the aggregate to £200,000 a-year, 
on condition that they should light the coast and conserve the 
ports open to trade. After thirty-two years of open ports, there 
is not @ steam dredger in China, and the rivers are rapidly 
silting up. This is particularly noticeable in the case of the 
Shanghai river, where the bar at Woosung is such an impediment 
to navigation that large vessels are detained sometimes for a 
whole month before they can cross the bar, yet no effort is made 
to remove the obstruction; but the tonnage dues are coolly 
pocketed, and no notice taken of the remonstrances continually 
made. One or two light-houses a year are put up after pressure 
has been brought to bear, but nothing more is done. 

Thirdly, the opening of coal mines. At the present time, 
when coal is such a necessity for steam traffic, it seems strange 
that coal mines should be lying idle in China while coal has to 
be brought there at a heavy cost from England and Australia. 
From the researches of Baron Richtofen in China, it appears that 
there are enormous deposits of coal in that country; and near Chin- 
kiang and Nanking excellent coal is available ; but the Chinese 
have no pumping apparatus beyond a chain pump, so they are 
unable to work the mines. The Chinese have no prejudice 
against working the mines, but the real opposers are the 
mandarins, who always fear that foreigners should get a footing 
in the country. The only way to overcome this is for our Govern- 
ment to interfere, and I have no doubt that an arrangement 
could be effected whereby the mines could be opened on paying 
a Royalty to the Viceroy of the province. The supply of coal 
is now so important that our Government ought to move in the 
matter. 

The fourth question is the opening of the inland waters to 
steam, and the introduction of railways and telegraphs. After 
a residence in China of nearly thirty years, my fecling is that 
the English Government is a greater hindrance to the opening 
of China than the Chinese Government. Steamers are prohi- 
bited from navigating the inland waters, but who prevents 
them from going there? Not the Chinese, certainly. They 
have not the power. The English authorities are the per- 
sons who cause the pohinsoe: They would be the first to 
seize the vessels and hand them over to the Chinese for con- 
demnation. Remove the English authorities, and I would un- 
dertake to navigate any of the inland waters by steam without 
molestation from the Chinese. On tho contrary, the Chinese 
themselves are becoming owners of steamers and using them on 
the rivers. This clause was an absurd one to introduce into the 
treaty. But witness the stringency on one side and the laxity 
on the other. The Chinese merchants and others avail themselves 
largely of the telegraph and steam communication, so it is idle to 
say they have any prejudice against them. A beginning should 
be made, and if once the Chinese saw a railway at work in their 
own country the mandarins would be forced to give way. If we 
are to wait till the Chinese concede anything we might wait 
till we are grey-headed. The Telegraph Company have laid 
their cable to Shanghai, and the Chinese are glad to make use 
of it every day. Even the mandarins themselves are not above 
using it when they can profit by it. 

In conclusion, I would urge on the present Government that 
they would earn the lasting itude of the English residents 
in China, and even of the Chinese themselves, by taking up

THE INSURRECTION IN JAPAN 
(Post. ) 

The inevitable chorus of dissentients might have been accompanied 
with no inconveniences more serious than clamour if one of the most 
extensive and also most urgent reforms of the new Administration had 
not aroused the hostility of a class of banditti whose training and 
habits disposed them to stake life with indifference on the chance of pay 
or plunder. Under the system which the accession of Iwakura had 
abolished, perhaps the greatest curse of the body politic was the enor- 
mous multitude of armed retainers that the Daimios, or feudal chief- 
tains, maintained in their service. These men—the so-called Samu- 
rais—hardly numbered less than half a million throughout the empire, 
and from the habits of private warfare in vogue in the absence of a 
really strong and centralised executive were always prepared to turn 
their swords against one another or against their peaceful fellow citi- 
zens. The late Taicoun had taken the first step towards their sup- 
pression by forming and organising a large army on the European 
fashion, and it is possible that the discovery by the Samurais 
of the design, before it could be fully accomplished, had 
no small share in the success of the Taicoun’s rival How- 
ever that may be, the supremacy of the Mikado saw the completion of 
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he plan of abolition. The feudal militia was dissolved by decree, 
while at the same time, to prevent dangerous opposition, a trifling annual 
pension was allotted to the disbanded retainers. So far success attended 
the effort of the Government, and could the pensions have been continued 
the Samurais might have grumbled but would hardly have rebelled. 
A couple of years ago, however, the Government, straitened by innumer- 
able demands upon its resources, as well as by a fiscal administration 
not quite up to the European level as yet, ventured on a scheme for 
getting rid of the continuous burden of annual pensions to four or five 
hundred thousand men. Every ex-retainer was offered a sum equal to his 
pension for four years on condition of resigning all ulterior claims. As 
should have been expected, an ignorant and dissolute banditti accepted 
the offer, spent the four years’ money in asingle year, and for months 
previous to the late outbreak have Leen reduced to a desperate state of 
misery and ferocity combined. The hope of a war with Korea for a 
while calmed their fury by holding out the chance of a legitimate 
employment for their swords, but the maintenance of foreign peace has 
left them no alternative but civil insurrection. Whole provinces 
witnessed the spread of the revolt, and though the Government claims 
the victory hitherto, the conflict. is acknowledged to be severe, while 
the continual demand of the imperial lieutenants for reinforcement: 
has shown the situation to be serious. According to latest accounts 
the Government prospects are improving, but until impartial European 
intelligence shall have fully confirmed the official despatches it will be 
impossible to be free from uneasiness over the possible developments 
of such a struggle in a land where life is so lightly valued, and | 
where so many causes of disaffection-—whether well or ill founded 
matters little—are in operation over so wide a sphere. 








A YEAR'S GRANTS AND EXPENDITURE FOR THE! 
NAVY IN CHINA. 

A return has just been published, showing the grants and | 
expenditure for the navy in the year ending March, 1873, and 
the surpluses or deficits in connection therewith. We select the 
items relating to the China station :— 

The grants for colonial pay and field allowances to Marines, San Juan 
and Japan, was £9,540, and the expenditure £7,240 4s, 4d., showing a 
surplus of £2,999 15s, 8d.; but the final account of expenditure for 
the Marine Department at San Juan had not been clesed. The grant 
for contingencies in naval yards abroad was £1,199, and the expendi- 
ture £972 17s. 8d., showing a surplus of £226 2s. 4d., caused by the 
expendure for postage and other contingencies at Hong Kong, Malta, 
and Halifax, having been less than the average of previous year. The 
grant for salaries and allowances for medical establishments abroad was 
£10,300, and the expenditure £11,143 Os. 1ld., showing a deficit of 
£843 Us. 11d., which was caused by the dispensers at Malta, Jamaica, 
the Cape, Ascension, and Hong Kong being placed on salary, and by 
exchanges of medical officers. The grant for rents, rates, taxes, and 
water in medical establishments abroad was £425, and the expenditure 
£550 19s. 3d., showing a deficit of £125 19s. 3d., caused principally by 
the provision for rents falling due to the Japanese Government for lands, 
&c., retained for naval purposes at Yokohama, being insufficient. The 
grant for contingencies in medical establishments abroad was £582, 
and the expenditure £561 15s. The surplus of £20 5s. was caused by 
the contingent expenses at Hong Kong being less than provided for. 
On the grant for new works, &c., at Singapore, there was a deticit of | 
£129, owing to repairs authorised in former years not having been 
brought to account till this year, There was a surplus of £489 for the | 
grant for foundations at Hong Kong for machinery, the work being in- 
eumplete ; there were, however, deiicits of £105 on the tube store at: 
Hong Kong, of £232 for repairs and maintenance at Hong Kong, and 
of £164 for repairs and maintenance at Yokvhama, owing to the 
casualties having been greater than expected ; but surpluses of £321 
for the purchase of new machinery for Hong Kong, of £220 for 
machinery made in the yard, and £408 2s, 6d. for repairs to plant and 
machinery. The purchase of the Merchant Scamen’s Hospital at 
Wanchai, Hong Kong, was under discussion during the year. Owing 
to the defective condition of the hospital-ship Melville, the Admiralty 
were informed that, should the existing arrangement be continued, it 
would be necessary to send out another vessel from England to replace 
the Melville. The trustees of the Merchant Seamen’s Hospital offered 
their building for sale to the Admiralty. The following details with 
reference to the building were given :—The hospital, which is reported 
to be substantially built and in good condition, nearly new, constructed 
on a plan embracing most of the modern improvements, will contain 
seventy-five beds for officers and seamen. It has also a surgeon's resi- 
dence, offices, &c. ; is situated on an eminence of considerable eleva- 
tion completely isolated. The site is cool and healthy, and has the 
great advantage of being within easy distance of the anchorave set 
apart for the squadron. The price asked was $40,000 in full for the 
entire establishment as it stands ; a portion of it is subject to a nominal 
rent of £1 per annum in perpetuity, and the remainder to an annual 
ground-rent of $222, payable to the Colonial Government. The senior 
naval officer, however, reports that it is thought the Colonial Govern- 
ment would waive their claim to the annual groun‘-rent should the 
building be purchased by the Admiralty. In view of the costliness of 
the existing arrangement, including boats and crews now in attendance 
on the ship, and the hetter accommodation and improved sanitary 
condition of a hospital building on shore over that of a stationary 
ship, and the Admiralty having ascertained by telegram that, if 
purchased at once, 335.000 would be accepted, the Admiralty re- 
quested tho Lords of the Treasury to give their sanction to the 
acceptance of this offer, $35,000 (£7,437 10s.), the expense t> 
be met out of the surplus expected upen the ageregate of the 
Navy Estimates for the current year. The Treasury replied that if the 
Admiralty were satisfied of the reasonableness of the proposed terms 
they would approve the purchase. The hospital was accordingly 
bought on these terms. Amung the “ urgent and unforeseen works ”’ 
unprovided for in the Estimates for the year was the erection of a

bamboo coal-shed at Shanghai, £20. The grant for compensation fo? 
damage done by Her Majesty’s ships was £4,000, and the expenditure 
£8,853 5s. 11d., showing a deficit of £4,853 5s. 11d., caused by the 
payment of compensation to the owners of a Chinese junk for damage 
done by H.M.S. Ocean. The grant for intercolonial conveyance of 
troops and mess was £11,400, and the expenditure £8,555 11s. 3d., 
showing a surplus of £2,544 8a. 9d., principally caused by the payment 
in 1871-72 for local services in China, which, when the estimate was 
framed it was not expected would come in course of payment till 
1872-73. The sum of £4 15s. 7d., due on the cash account of the 
paymaster of H.M.S. Avon, was found to be irrecoverable. On the 30th 
of September, 1873, the date on which the annual account was closed, 
there was a balance of £8,313 8s. on the debtor side to Mr. J. Lamont 
for balance of amounts advanced on the 11th of Feb., 1864, and 20th 
of March, 1866, to assist him in tho construction of a duck at Aber- 
deen, Hong Kong ; there were balances of £5,041 4s, 5d. on the same 
side for advancvus out of naval grants on account of stores transferred 
by the military authorities in Japan to the marine battalion there ; 
£12,804 17s, 4d. for outstanding balances on claims by the naval de- 
partinent between the years 1857 and 1865, after writing off to the 
debit of the accounts of the “ Secretary of State for India (China War 
advances)" the expenditure incurred for that war ; £1,458 6s. Sd. for 
amount advanced by the commissariat in China to the clerk in charge 
of the Berenice, Indian navy, and repaid by the victualling storekeeper 
at Hong Kong ; £50,934 1s.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
HENDRICKS V. THE AUSTRALASTAN INSURANCE COMPANY. 

This was an action to recover £503, the amount of a particular 
average loss on sugar, the cargo of the ship Perpetua, The facts were 
stated in the form of a special case for the opinion of the Court. The 
voyage inaured was from Java or Sumatra to Holland, and the poliey 
was effected to recover only the risks excepted by the clause warranted 
free from particular average unless the vessel be stranded, sunk, or 
burnt. To pay all claims and losses on Dutch terms, and according to 
statement made up by official dispacheur in Holland. The Perpetua 
sailed from Java in January, 1870, and about midnight on the 11th of 
that month took the ground at Qosthook, near the mouth of the river, 
under circumstances that would amount toa stranding according to 
English law but not according to Dutch. The Dutch diapacheur drew 
up an average statement showing a loss of £503 under the policy sued 
on. There was another policy, bat it was not known to the defendants 
whether it was English or Dutch. 

Lord Coleridge said the policy was to be construed as if it stood 
alone, although as a matter of fact it was known to the Court that 
It was effected to cover the risk 
of a particular average loss where the ship was neither stranded, sunk, 
nor burnt, and as, according to English law, the ship had been stranded 
the plaintiff would not be entiticd to recover under it were it not for 
the words following, * to pay all Josses and clainns on Dutch terms and 
according to Dutch statement,” which meant that a claim was to arise 





| under it unless such an accident happened as, by the law of Holland, 


would constitute a stranding. This was the reasonable construction of 
the policy, and the plaintiffs were entitled to recover. The case was 
also concluded by the authority of previous cases. The other Judges 
(Brett and Denman) concurred.

BANQUET TO THE CHEVALIER DE SCHAEFFER. 

The Chevalier de Schaeffer, the late Austrian Consul in London, but 
now Austrian Minister in China and Japan, has been entertained at a 
farewell dinner at the Freemasons’-hall. Count Beust, the Austrian 
Ambassador, was present, and Baron Henry de Worms acted as chair- 
man. 

The Chairman proposed, as the toast of the evening, “The Health 
of the Chevalier de Schaeffer,” dwelling on the kindly and considerate 
manner in which, during eighteen years, he had discharged the duties 
of Consul. The Chairman added that the Chevalier was beloved by 
all who knew him, and especially by the poorer members of his fellow- 
countrymen, to whom he had in England often had occasion to hald 
out a helping hand. The toast was drunk with enthusiasm, and the 
Chevalier acknowledged the compliment in an appropriate speech, which 
he concluded by proposing, as a toast, “the Health of the Japanese 
Ministers,” one of whom afterwards, speaking in very fair English, on 
behalf of his colleague present and himself, expressed the pleasure 
they felt at the kindly manner in which the Empire of Japan was being 
regarded by the nations of the West, calculated as it was, he said, 
to result in time in advantages common to them all. The Chair- 
man next gave as a tonst “the Health of his Excellency Count 
Beust, the Austrian Ambassador,” with many complimentary 
expressions drawn from a cursory review of the modern his- 
tory of Austria and Hungary. The toast was received enthu- 
sistiealy. The Count von Beust responded to the compliment in 
English, He said: 1 thoroughly join in every word which fell from 
the Chairman in honour of our friend Schaeficr, As long as T had the 
pleasure of seeing him near me, I had always opportunities of judging 
of his talents and of the able manner in which he discharged his offi-

A favourable reaction from the previous general depression has 
taken place in several leading Articles of Import, and prices have 
recovered, and although many articles have continued in a weak 
and fluctuating state, the total amount of business has been upon 
a larger scale than for some time past. 


TEA. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—Our market has been 
quiet during the past week ; the orders from the country have been on 
a limited scale, causing the Trade here to buy but sparingly, whilst the 
export demand still continues light. Business has consequently been 
of a moderate character, but in the absence of fresh arrivals prices show 
no material alteration. The Duty payments for the past week have 
continued large, making the total deliveries for home consumption from 
lst January to date 31,724,898 lbs., against 31,659,873 lbs. for the 
same period last year.
